How  Will  Football  Effect  Avila? 

Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  President  of  Avila  College , recently  dis- 
cussed one  of  the  college’s  most  visible  new  programs,  inter- 
collegiate football  with  Accent. 

ACCENT:  Football  is  big  news.  Why  football  at  Avila  College? 

DR.  KRAMER:  The  football  program  will  contribute  to  increased  enroll- 
ment, residence  population  and  on-campus  activities.  It  is  one  of  five  new 
and  five  enhanced  co-curricular  and  curricular  programs  scheduled  for 
implementation.

RESEARCH/  WE  BELIEVE  THIS  IS  A GOOD  MOVE 
FINANCIALLY  FOR  AVILA  COLLEGE. 

A.  How  does  this  affect  other  athletic  programs,  particularly  women’s  sports  at  Avila? 

K.  We  now  have  four  women’s  programs  and  three  men’s  programs.  This  will  give  us  four 
each  for  men  and  women.  We  have  applied  to  the  Heart  of  America  Athletic 
Conference  and  they  require  colleges  have  football  programs.  Other  conference  mem- 
bers with  whom  we  would  he  competing  in  all  sports  include  colleges  such  as  William 
Jewell,  Benedictine,  Baker  and  Mid-America  Nazarene. 

A.  Is  a football  program  a sound  fiscal  move  for  Avila? 

K.  Yes.  We  researched  the  program  at  other  colleges  of  similar  size  and  learned  that  foot- 
ball has  benefited  their  enrollment  and  finances.  After  our  own  expense  and  revenue 
research,  we  believe  this  is  a good  move  financially  for  Avila  College.  We  also  are 
approaching  potential  donors  with  the  opportunity  to  help  with  this  program  as  they 
have  with  campus  renovations  and  new  structures  and  programs  in  the  past. 

A.  Will  Avila’s  academic  standards  change  with  the  introduction  of  football? 

K.  No,  our  academic  standards  will  remain  the  same.  We  will  recruit  student  athletes  to 
the  football  program  as  we  have  to  the  other  athletic  programs.  It’s  interesting  to  note 
that  last  fall  the  grade  point  average  of  our  student  athletes  was  3.0.  ■

Dr.  Samuel  Bliss,  father  of  bass  player  Mike  Bliss, 
attended  night  school  at  the  College  of  Saint  Teresa  in  1960 
and  at  the  new  Avila  College  campus  until  his  graduation 
with  a history  degree  in  1964.  He  also  received  two  Masters 
degrees  and  a Ph.D.  and  was  involved  in  education  until  his 
retirement  in  1998. 

Mike  Bliss  was  part  of  a group  of  musicians  featured  on 
the  new  Avila  College  jingle  (musical  image)  that  is  an  orig- 
inal composition  by  Boh  Walkenhorst  of  the  Rainmakers. 

Two  versions  of  the  song  - retro  and  country  - were  recorded 
at  Chapman  Recording  Studios  this  past  July. 

The  music  and  vocals  will  he  used  with  Avila  radio 
commercials.  Avila  was  the  first  college  in  the  Kansas  City 
market  to  use  a continuing  program  of  radio  spots  directed  to 
a primary  audience  of  13  to  18  year  old  prospective  students.

Her  cun 
riculum  primarily  will  center  around 
education  and  history  with  the  topic 
being  “Educational  Challenge  in 
Senegal.” 

One  of  15  educators  selected  for  the 
project  (including  alumni  Patrick 
Wood,  ‘93  & ‘96  and  Linda  Waxse,  MA 
‘83),  Dr.  Levin  and  her  col- 
leagues arrived  in  Dakar  July 

19,  1999  and  departed  August 

20,  1999  for  Kansas  City.  Each 
of  the  33  days  was  filled  with 
lectures  from  university  facul- 
ties, field  trips  and  home  trips

Avila  College,  in  conjunction  with  the  United 
States  Department  of  Education,  formed  a part- 
nership with  Grandview  High  School,  Raytown 
High  School,  and  Southeast  High  School  to  assist  high 
school  students  who  have  college  goals.  The  program  is 
called  “Upward  Bound.”  Upward  Bound  students  must 
meet  United  States  Department  of  Education  family 
income  guidelines  and/or  they  must  he  potential  first- 
generation  college  students  (neither  parent  graduated 
from  a four- year  college). 

During  the  academic  year,  these  students  partici- 
pate in  weekly  after-school  tutoring  sessions  and 
Saturday  morning  academic  activities,  including  work- 
shops, field  trips,  and  guest  speaker  presentations. 


During  summer  months,  Upward  Bound  students  partic- 
ipate in  a six-week  program  where  they  live  on  the  Avila 
College  campus  to  get  a preview  of  college  life.  Students 
enroll  in  skill  enhancement  classes,  as  well  as  participate 
in  cultural  activities  designed  to  help  college-hound 
students.

“This  isn’t  just  a recruiting  program.  We  help  stu- 
dents choose  the  best  school  to  suit  their  needs.  Before 
we  collaborated  with  the  Department  of  Education 
three  years  ago,  our  Executive  Committee  looked  for 
alternative  ways  to  fund  the  project  — because  we  saw 
this  as  a valuable  societal  need.  Truly,  this  is  a commu- 
nity outreach  program,”  says  Brian  Moore,  Director, 
Upward  Bound  Program. 

In  June  1999,  the  Upward  Bound  Program  at  Avila 
College  received  a four-year  renewal  of  its  federal  fund- 
ing for  the  program.  This  was  the  first  opportunity  for 
the  funding  to  he  renewed  since  the  program’s  inception 
in  1996.  ■

AVILA  ENHANCES  RE-ENTRY 
TO  NURSING  PROGRAM 

In  response  to  the  nursing  shortage  and  hospitals’  need  for  nurses  with  recent  experi- 
ence, Avila  College  has  enhanced  the  Re-Entry  to  Nursing  Program.  The  Re-Entry 
program  is  designed  to  help  RNs  who  have  let  their  license  lapse  to  become  re-certi- 
fied lor  the  nursing  profession,  or  for  the  current  RN  who  would  like  to  change  an  area 
of  specialty. 

The  Re-Entry  program  now  makes  it  possible  for  RNs  to  re-enter  the  field  of  nurs- 
ing in  a more  accelerated  manner.  The  program  is  now  16-18  weeks  long,  which  includes 
72  hours  of  classroom  theory  and  192  hours  of  clinical  experience.  Cost  for  the  program 
is  $1,300,  and  payment  plan  options  are  available.
